6 (A) A COMMUNITY COLLEGE TRANSFER STUDENT GRANT SHALL BE IN THE
7 AMOUNT DETERMINED BY THE ELIGIBLE INSTITUTION BUT NOT EXCEEDING THE
8 LESSER OF:

9 (1) ANNUAL TUITION AND MANDATORY FEESAT THE ELIGIBLE
10 INSTITUTION; OR

11 (2 THE EQUIVALENT ANNUAL TUITION AND MANDATORY FEESAT THE
12 UNIVERSITY OF MARYLAND, COLLEGE PARK.

13 (B) A COMMUNITY COLLEGE TRANSFER STUDENT GRANT MAY BE USED FOR

18 TOTAL STATE AWARD NOT EXCEEDING TUITION AND MANDATORY FEESAT THE
